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PEEFACE. 



This work is a reproduction by photo-lithography of a MS. 
prepared in India in 1871-72 under the superintendence and 
guidance of J. T. Platts, Esq., M.A., Teacher of Persian at 
Oxford, Editor and Translator of the Gulistan, Author of a 
Hindustani Dictionary, Grammar^ and other works. It was 
collated by M. Safdar 'Ali, Extra-Assistant Commissioner of 
Jabalpur, a distinguished Persian and Arabic scholar, and 
M. Jamdlu-d-din, Mir Munshi of the Inspector of Schools, 
Jabalpur. In its preparation some of the best lithographed 
copies published in Delhi, Lakhnau, and Bombay were care- 
fully compared with the Vienna edition of Graf, by Mr. Platts. 
On its completion the whole was copied by a Muhammadan 
gentleman, a Master in the Government School at Sagar, in 
the Central Provinces, and an accomplished caligraphist. The 
MS. is remarkably correct, very few errors of transcription 
having been discovered by the Editor. The excellence of 
the caligraphy is proved by the present photographic repro- 
duction. 

The entire work has now been re-coUated with Grafs 
Vienna edition, compared with several original MSS. in the 
India Office Library, and checked by careful reference to 
Lieut-Col. Wilberforce Clarke's translation into English. 
It is hoped that the notes added by the Editor will assist 
students in the interpretation of some of the most difficult 
passages.
